There  were  registered  during  the  year  664  births  (334  males, 
330  females),  the  rate  per  1,000  being  15.2  as  compared  with  13.^ 
for  last  year.

The  health  visitors  paid  1 ,728  visits  to  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  230  males  and  193  females 
on  the  register,  and  of  these  260  were  found  to  be  in  good  health, 
99  in  fair  health,  27  in  the  same  condition  as  they  were  in  when 
notified,  and  37  were  in  sanatoria. 

It  was  found  that  160  males  were  working  regularly,  5 unem- 
ployed, but  fit  for  work,  and  39  were  unable  to  work.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 


Three  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  attendances 
were  made  at  the  Centre  during  the  year,  the  average  weekly 
attendance  having  been  seventy-one.  Three  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  diseases  and  disorders  were  diagnosed,  and  the  majority 
were  treated  at  the  Centre. 

Sixty-one  conditions  requiring  Surgical  attention  were 
diagnosed,  and  either  referred  to  their  own  doctor  or  to  the 
orthopaedic  surgeon. 

Six  hundred  and  sixty-three  tins  of  Maltoline  were  given  out 
to  children  suffering  from  malnutrition. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Mr.  Haycraft  examined  thirty-five  new  cases,  and  re-ex- 
amined seventeen  old  ones.  Thirteen  cases  attended  the  Prince  of 
Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  surgical  appliances  were  given  to 
eight  children.  Four  children  were  cured,  and  did  not  need 
further  treatment.  Two  children  were  transferred  to  the  care  of 
the  Education  Committee,  and  another  left  the  district.  Forty- 
five  children  made  seventy-seven  attendances  at  the  Clinic,  and 
the  nurse  paid  three  hundred  and  one  visits  to  the  homes  of 
crippled  children.

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

During  the  year  the  amount  of  food  condemned  was  eighteen 
tons  and  forty-two  lbs.  The  amount  condemned  at  the  slaughter- 
house was  37,841  lbs,  which  consisted  of  beef,  10,898  lbs.;  beef 
offal,  17,333  lbs-  ; mutton,  482  lbs.  ; mutton  offal,  5,386  lbs.  ; pork, 
1,350  lbs.;  pork  offal,  1,854  lbs.;  veal,  237  lbs.,  and  veal  offal, 
301  lbs.  2,519  lbs.  of  miscellaneous  articles  were  condemned  in 
various  premises  throughout  the  district. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDERS,  1936=1911. 

Licences  were  issued  during  the  year  to  two  pasteurising 
establishments,  “Holder  Process’’  ; three  dealers’  licences  and 
one  supplementary  dealers’  licence  for  retailing  pasteurised  milk. 

Forty-two  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  for  bac- 
teriological examination.  Forty  samples  were  in  compliance 
with  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  two 
samples  were  found  to  contain  a fairly  high  bacterial  count. 
The  attention  of  the  producers  was  drawn  to  these. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES’  ORDER,  1926. 

There  are  seventy-eight  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops 
on  the  register.  ! hree  hundred  and  seventy-one  visits  were  paid 
to  these  premises.  Six  notices  were  served  with  regard  to  lime- 
vas  ling,  and  fi\e  for  the  removal  of  manure.  All  the  notices  were 
complied  with. 
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BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  28  bakehouses  on  the  register,  and  one  hundred 
and  twelve  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises.  Eight  notices 
were  served  with  regard  to  limewashing ; two  notices  for 
cleansing,  and  one  for  repairs,  and  these  were  complied  with.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Thirty-three  samples  of  water  were  taken  lor  bacteriological 
examination  from  the  public  supplies  and  ten  samples  from  private 
sources.  Copies  of  the  analyst’s  reports  were  handed  to  the  water 
engineer.  Six  samples  were  found  to  be  of  moderate  bacterial 
purity,  and  these  supplies  were  rectified  by  the  water  department 
without  delay. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Particulars  of  the  work  done  under  this  heading  will  be 
found  in  the  tabulated  statement  of  work  done  by  the  sanitary  in- 
spectors at  the  end  of  this  report. 

HOUSING. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  houses  were  repaired  as  a result 
of  formal  and  informal  notices  during  the  year.  Details  will  be 
found  in  the  tabulated  statement  of  work  done  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors. 

Proceedings  under  the  Public  Health  Act  in  a Court  of  Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction  were  taken  in  two  instances  for  the  repair  of 
houses.  The  Magistrates  ordered  the  defendants  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  work,  and  the  orders  were  compiled  with. 

ERADICATION  OF  THE  BED  BUG. 

During  the. year  one  hundred  and  two  houses,  of  these  three 
were  Council  houses,  were  reported  to  be  infested  with  bugs,  and 
the  bedding  and  furniture  from  two  houses,  which  had  been 
stored  from  a bombed  area,  were  found  to  be  infested  ; these  and 
two  vacant  houses  were  disinfested  bv  “Thermatox”  fumigators  ; 
the  other  houses  were  treated  by  spraying  with  “Zaldecidie.  ”
